rejecting Johnson’s claim to the po­ 
sition, which was based on charges 
of corruption.

the republican rank and file in giv­ 
ing him a decisive victory over Leach.

five months ago when Budget Direc­ 
tor Lord estimated this year’s sur­ 
plus at less than $100,000,000.

furnish a surplus which would per­ 
mit a future tax cut w ithin the next 
few years. 
Reductions of the public debt was 
th e 'encouraging report presented by 
the president in his review of gov­

The outstanding debt to­ 
day was figured at $19,680,000,000 
with $835,000,000 obligations retir­ 
ed this year. 
The difference of nearly $300,000,- 
000 between actual surplus now and 
the surplus estimated by Budget Dir­ 
ector Lord in January was due chief­ 
ly to heavy Income tax returns. 
Income taxes will approach $2,- 
000,000,000 by the end of the fiscal 
year as June receipts have been es­ 
timated at $440,000,000, 
compared 
with $377,000,000 last June. 
Total 
receipts from the income and profits 
tax will exceed the 1925 figure ap­ 
proximately $250,000,000, it is esti­ 
mated.

Drawing even greater strength in 
Minneapolis 
than expected, Gover­ 
nor Christianson appeared to 
have 
won the nomination overr George B. 
Leach, mayor of Minneapolis, by a 
majority of 35,000. 
Returns from 733 out of 3,589 pre­ 
cincts in the Htate gnve in the re­ 
publican race: 
Christianson 69,241; 
Leach 32,- 
933 . 
Returns from 671 precincts in the 
state gave in the farnier-labor race: 
Johnson 16,560; Davis 15,412. 
Christianson’s victory was decisive 
and thorough. 
As his total continu­ 
ed to mount, estimates of his final 
majority were as high as 70,000. 
I ii the Twin Cities— St. Paul and 
Minneapolis -Christianson’s vote was 
twice that of Leach. 
In practically 
every section of the state the same 
was true. 
The fear that a light vote 
would injure his candidacy was not 
supported by the returns. 
Leach conceded victory early to­ 
day, issuing a statem ent 
declaring 
that ‘‘the people of Minnesota gave 
Governor Christianson’s administra­ 
tion a clean and unmistakable 
en­ 
dorsement” and pledging his support 
for “ Governor Christianson and the 
entire republican ticket” in the fall 
general election. 
Johnson's followers were 
disap­ 
pointed by his failure 
to 
make

strong showing in the early returns, 
hut 
predicted 
Maghus’ 
majority 
would he 10,000 as a result of re­

pointed by the governor to oversee

funds. 
Leach's principal objection was

OLD CHURCH BELL 
MADE BY REVERE 


In Historic Sacred Edifice in 
M 
assachuset 


On a hill in West Barnstable, Mass., 
overlooking the broad sweep of marsh­ 
es and lowlands toward Barnstable 
harbor, stands the old white Congre­ 
gational 
church, 
says 
the 
Boston 
Globe. 
It is contended that this so­ 
ciety Is one of the oldest religious 
organizations in tile United States. 
having been formed in Southwark, 
England, In 1616. 
Rev. Henry Jacob 
was the organizer of the society, and 
In October, 1689, members of the little 
Southwark 
flock 
emigrated 
to 
the 
United States, where they settled at 
Great 
Marshes, 
later 
called 
Barn­ 
stable. 
The old church, which has attract­ 
ed the attention ^>f hundreds of sum­ 
mer visitors, was built In 1717. It was 
remodeled recently. 
During Its his­ 
tory It has had 22 pastors. 
The pres­ 
ent pastor is Rev. F. D. George of 
Centerville. 
Today the Interior of the church 
bears small resemblance to the orig­ 
inal. 
But the old framework, the sol­ 
id-hewn timbers, can still be seen in 
the attic. 
The bell In the steeple 
bears 
in 
large 
letters 
the 
name 
“Revere.” 
The old records show that 
It was sold to the tow’n In 1807 by 
Paul Revere. 
It Is believed to be one 
of the few’ Revere bells In existence. 
Of the gilded cock on the steeple 
the records say that it was made In 
England and was first placed on the 
steeple of the church In 1723. 
Of the pastoral succession of the 
church It is w ritten: 
“Rev. Henry 
Jacob, who in 1616 organized In South­ 
wark the First Congregational church, 
resigned bls pastorage in 1624 and 
emigrated to Virginia where he short­ 
ly afterward died. 
He was succeeded 
as pastor of the Southwark church by 
Rev. John Lothrop, who had recently 
withdrawn 
from 
the 
established 
church. 
“With diligent wisdom and careful 
foresight he shepherded th® little flock 
through eight difficult years, and at 
the end of which time, In April, 1632, 
while they were gathered In worship 
In the house of Mr. Humphrey Barnet, 
a brewer's clerk In Blackfriars, Tom­ 
linson, an agent of Bishop Laud made 
a raid upon their secret sanctuary and 
arrested 42 of the worshipers, while 
18 escaped. 
They were released ex­ 
cept Mr. Lothrop, who was held for 
two years. 
His wife died during his 
imprisonment. 
His children became 
beggars but afterward received help 
from the bishop at Lambeth. 
“Mr. Lothrop by a decree of April, 
1634, was released on condition that 
leave the country. 
Consequently 


he landed with tile other members 
of the persecuted flock, from the ship 
Griffin, in Boston, on September 18, 
1634, and soon proceeded with them to 
Scituate, where they tarried for a few 
years. 
In 
October, 
1639, 
having 
moved again, they arrived at Great 
Marshes which soon was called Barn 
stable.” 


Bleak Northern Country 
Lapland Is In Arctic northwestern 
Europe, a bleak region on tile Arctic 
ocean. 
It Is so far nortli that for 
two months in the summer there Is 
continuous daylight, and likewise In 
winter there is unbroken darkness for 
two months. Lapland, politically, is a 
part of three different countries, Nor­ 
way, Sweden and Russia. The south­ 
ern boundary Is somewhat indefinite, 
but Lapland’s 150,000 square miles 
consists of the Norwegian provinces 
of Nordland, Troroso and Flnm arken; 
part of Sweden’s province of Norr- 
land and all of Norrbotten; north­ 
ern, Finland and the Kola peninsula, 
which belong to Russia. 
The in­ 
habitants number about 25,000, aud 
are the sm allest race In Europe, their 
stature averaging less than five feet. 
—Kansas City Star. 


The Dog Star 
The dog star Is a gigantic body, 
vastly bigger than our own sun, and 
so distant from us that its rays need 
over eight and a half years for their 
journey earthwards. Those that start­ 
ed in October, 1917, will not reach us 
until this year. 
If our earth were one of its planets, 
the mid-winter days would he more 
glaring than those of our present sum­ 
mer.

MAN WARRING BN INSECTS 


Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the bureau of entomology, United 
States department of agriculture, takes a very pessimistic view 
regarding the growth of insect pests. 
In an address delivered before the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, he pictured humans and insects in a 
death grapple for the mastery of the earth. 
“If human beings are to continue to exist,” he said, “they 
must first gain mastery over insects. 
Life may develop into a 
struggle between man and insects for the mastery of the north. 
Insects in this country continually nullify the labor of a million 
men. 
“Insects are better equipped to occupy the earth than are 
humans, having been en the earth for 50,000,000 years, while the 
human race,” he said, “is but 500,000 years old.” 
In line with our trouble regarding insects comes the report 
that the Northwest grain crops are threatened by an invasion of 
the green bug, a plant bug that annually does great damage bi the 
southwest. 
The louse is said to have appeared an Stearns county, accord­ 
ing to A. G. Ruggles, state entomologist, and has centered its a t­ 
tacks at Brooten and badly damaged fields along the highways for 
a distance of close to 50 miles. 
The dry weather conditions have 
favored breeding the green bug, so that its parasitic enemies have 
been able to do but little in depleting the ranks of the green hug. 
Mr. Ruggles advises farm ers with fields infested by green bugs, 
to plow up the affected areas and plant something else. 
Tilt1 bug 
made its first appearance in 1910 and this is the first year it has 
secured anything like a foothold in Minnesota.
